Last Meeting

The South Parish signed its own death | 
warrant ay evening when it agreed to 
accept the merger proposal made by the| 
church a week ago. Existing for over two | 
hundred years as one of the most important 
factors in the life of the town of Andover, the 
Parish slides into the realms of memory, pro 
bably with many pangs of regret among the | 
parishioners who have worshipped the parish | 
as something indestructible, something ever 

lasting. And in the minds of those who have 
grown up ‘in the South parish under the 
guidance of parents who too have spent their} 
years as members of the old organization, it | 
can never be forgotten 

cannot destroy sentiment 

Legally, the transaction was a simple one 
\fter the church meeting a week ago, the 
Prudential committee sent a duplicate 
notice of the meeting, a copy of the by-laws, 
and an oflicial record of the meeting, to 
gether with a *Certiucate of Organization” | 
to the Department of Corporations and ‘Taxa 
tion at boston, If these are found satisfactory, 
they will be passed on to the Secretary of 

tate who will issue a certificate of incorpora 
tion which in due time will be received by the 
church, accepted by the clers and bled with 
the records of the church. ‘Tuesday night, | 
the parish authorized the transfer of all 
property and monies to the church, such 
transfer to be valid upon receipt of the certifi 
cate of incorporation 

The meeting was called to order by clerk 
burton S. llagg, and under Article one 
Frederics H. Jones was elected moderator 
Under Article two, the annual report of th 
trustees of the trust funds was presented by 
the chairman, Mr. Flagg, and then it was} 
“Voreb that the trustees of the trust funds of 
this Parish be and they hereby are author 
ized and instructed (as soon as the South 
Church in Andover shall have obtained a 
certiticate of incorporation under the laws of 
Massachusetts) to turn over to the trustees of 
church funds of said South Church in Ando 
ver all trust property (including accumulated 
income) in their hands, all moneys and other 
property so transferred to be thereafter held 
subject to the same uses and trusts as when! 
held by this parish.” 

Under Article three the Parish authorized 
a quit claim deed conveying to the church al 
the property, real and personal, belonging to 
it. The deed reads as follows 

“The South Parish in Andover (a religious 
society established in Andover, 
County, Massachusetts) for consideration 
paid grants to the South Church in Andoyer 
a corporation established in said Andover 
under the laws of Massachusetts) any and al 
real and personal property belor to it or 
which it may have power to convey, includ 
ing, without restricting the generality of the 
foregoing, the meeting house of said South 
Parish, the lot at the corner of Central and 
School Streets in said Andover upon which 
said meeting house stands, the 
idjacent to said meeting house, all furnish 
ings and equipment in said meeting house or 
used in connection therewith and the bene 

cial interest in any property held in trust for 
said Parish.” 

Taking up the next two articles, the report 
of the treasurer, Arthur W. Cole, was read 
and accepted, and then he was authorized to 
turn over all books, records and monies at 
hand to the church. After hearing the report 
of the cemetery commissioners, the treasurer 
was authorized and instructed ‘‘to cause all 
permanent funds now held by this Parish for 
the perpetual care of lots or for other pur 
poses connected with said cemetery to be 
transferred to said South Church in Andover 
in such manner that the same shall be in the 
custody of said cemetery commissioners and 
subject to their management as provided in 
the by-laws of said church.” 

Under Article nine, Frederick H. Jones was 
elected Trustee of the Ministerial Fund to 
take the place of Myron H. Gutterson, re 
signed. Mr. Gutterson had been a trustee for 
over thirty years, and the parish instructed 
Mr Flagg as « lerk to forward to Mr. Gutter 
son a notice of high appreciation for his dis 
tinctive and long service as a trustee 

Jonathan E. Holt, the collector of pew 
rents, rendered his report, and after it had 
been approved, the duties were turned over 
to the church collector, who of course is Mr 
Holt

There has been an astonishing increase in 
the number of immigrants deported from 
the United States in the last three years, ac- | 
cording to an address delivered by Miss | 
\lice W. O’Connor before the League of 
Women Voters at the Phelps house Tuesday | 
afternoon. Less than a thousand were de- } 
ported during the years 1928 and 1929, while 
in 1931, 18,000 were deported, said Miss | 
O'Connor, who is Supervisor of Social 
Service in Boston and for many years was 


secretary to Mrs. Nathaniel Thayer. 
Miss O'Connor spoke very interestingly on 


the general subject of “Immigration,” | 
treating more specincially the changing as- | 
pects of immigration today as compared with 
ten years ago. Immigration has ceased to be a 
problem of immigrants coming in to the 
country she says. ‘len years ago, we began to | 
close the door to immigrants. Since 1929, | 
there has been a drastic cut in immigration, 
due to the problem of unemployment in this | 
country. The president asked that no one be 
admitted to the United States if he were likely 
to become a public charge. This has caused 
limitation to such an extent that our problem | 
today deals with the immigrants who came | 
here years ago | 

| 

| 


Within the last five years, there has been 
a change in the policy of the United States in 
regard to deportation of immigrants. In 1929, 
a drastic law was passed which meant per 
manent exile to all those deported. This law 
stated that a person who fell into distress 
during his first three years in the United 
States should be sent back to his own country 
at the expense of our government. If this law 
applied only to persons responsible for 
crime it would be satisfactory said Miss 
O'Connor, but often this law is a penalty for 
misfortune. Less than a thousand were de 
ported during the years 1928 and 1929, In 
19431, 18,000 were deported 

Immigration at its height, according to the 
speaker, constituted a problem but had some 
advantages, one being that it gave a market 
for our Western grain producers. Now that} 
our immigration is cut to such a degree, the 
grain producers miss their market. Immigra- | 
tion also gave a market for clothes, foods and 
furniture | 

In closing, Miss O’Connor said, “Is} 
immigration entirely a liability or might it be | 
somewhat of an asset
